DERBY IS RUN TODAY 



Louisville, K)^. May 10 — ^The pick of 
American three-year-old race horses 
faced the barrier in the forty-fifth re- 
newal of the Kentucky Derby at 
Churchill Downs here tliis aftrenoon 
in an attempt to negotiate the Derby 
distance of a mile and a quarter for a 
purse in excess of $20,000. 

A mulitude of speculators from many 
sections of the conutry filled the grand 
stand, overfiowed into the infield on the 
opposite aide of the track ^and surged 
into the betting shed where batteries 
of pari-mutuel machine almost a half 
block lonif dtcked off wagers tota^ng 
thonsands of iloHatSi One section of 
the battery was devoted exclusively to 
bets of $26; another recorded nothing 
but 110 wagers; a third added |5 bets, 
a fourth showed combination on wag- 
ers to win, place and show, and the 
remainder mechanically showed the 
confidence of the public which was 
willing to wager |2 on its Judgement. 
Speculators gathered abound the ma- 
chines records f2S wagers to glean 
from totals what the "plungers'" 
thought of the chances of their fav- 
orites. When the warning bell was 
a&niteuit live noniites'niefsre post time 
the bulk of the public's money had 
been placed and the rosult rested on 
the stamina of the thoroughbreds, the 
skill of the jockeys and the fortunes of 
a ruthlesss struggle.

BOLSHEVIK IDEAS 
BUMED FOR STRIKE 



(Correspondence Aasoeiated Press) 
Barcelona. Spain, April X— Germaa 
propaganda and the spread of Bolshe- 
vik ideas among the worklaar aMa arai 
in part, blamed for the geneial strik*' 
which took place here last week. It 
is generally believed that the (Sermans 
.have all along been working to create 
trouble among the Spanish laboring 
men. Their machinations during the 
war were exposed by the Madrid daily 
Gl Sol, which showed how thfe German 
embassy was implicated in provoking 
labor troubles both In Barcelona and 
Madrid. It was reported two weelu 
ago that a wireless message had been 
intercepted asking that further funds 
be sent here for propaganda woric 

The wealth which war brought tOv 
this manufacturing district of Spats 
was not shared by the working people. 
While the cost of livinK steadily lur 
creased, wages remained unaltered or 
insufficiently increased. 

Bolshevik ideas began to spread and 
were Judiciously fostered by unidenti- 
fied persons who provided funds and 
organization. All workers including 
clerks in offices were forced by threats 
to Join the labor syndicates. Those 
who refused were warned by anony- 
mous .letters and if thejr^ disregarded 
these 'warafnss . were, murdered by 
masked men. The police failed to dis- 
cover the authors of these crimes. 

The strike began ampng the employ- 
es of the light and power compiany and 
the clty.jw«s left without street cars 
or electric light. The government mo- 
bilised the strikers but the tramway 
conductors refused to take the cars out 
under military orders and were arrest- 
ed and taken to the fortress at Mont- 
Juich. 

Finajly the Madrid government oblig- 
ed the iight and power company . to 
concede' the demands of the men but 
the army authorities refused the de- 
mand of the union that the imprisoned 
conductors be liberated. 

The general strike ensned and the 
city was left without light, power or 
transport. There is good authority for 
stating that the strike leaders had 
planned a general pillage of the city 
as serious as that which took place in 
1909. Martial law was ^roclaimed and 
th<' military amhorities stationed ma- 
chine gun.s in the ieadin gthorough' 
fares while special constables main- 
tained order in th<- .side streets. "The 
soldiers supplied electric light and wa- 
ter but no street cars were operated. 
No Barcelona pai>er8 were printed fo^ 
several days and the Madrid papers re- 
ceived here were torn from the hands 
of the vendOrsc Eventually the au- 
thorities gained the upper hand and 
normal conditions were resumed. 

The censorship made it imposidbl^ to 
wire any details.

One section of 
the battery waa devoted exclusively to 
bets of 126; another recorded nothing 
but 110 wagera: a third added ^5 beta, 
a fourth showed comblnatioa on wag- 
ers to win. place attd show, and the 
remainder mechanically showed the 
confidence of the public which was 
willing to wager $2 on its Judgement. 
Speculators gathered around the ma- 
chines records )25 wagers to glean 
from totals what the "plungers'" 
thought of the chances of their fav- 
orites. \\'hen the warning: bell was 
sounded five minutes before post time 
the bulk of the public's money had 
been placed and the result rested on 
the stamina of tbe thoroughbreds, the 
skill of the Jockeys and the fortunes of 
a ruthlessx struggle.

MEXICO TO ESTABLISH DRT 

ZONE ON BORDER 
(By Associated Press) 
Laredo, Texas, May 10 — A bill to cre- 
ate a ten-mile dry zone along the In- 
ternational border will be introduced 
In the Mexican Congress, according to 
officials at Nuevo Lturedo.

It 
is generally believed that the OenneBs 
have .all alongr been worUnar to create 
aatona the BprnaiA laboring 
men. TUeir machinations during the 
war were exposed by the Madrid daily 
El Sol, which showed how th6 Crermaa 
embassy was implicated in piy)voking 
labor troubles both In Barcelona and 
Madrid. It was reported two weeks 
ago that a wireless message had been 
intercepted asking that further funds 
be sent here for propaganda work. 

The wealth which war brought to 
this manufacturing district of Spain 
was not shared by the working people. 
While the cost of lIvInK steadily In- 
creased, wages remained unaltered or 
insufficiently increased. 

Bolshevik ideas began to spread and 
were Judiciously fostered by tmldeatl- 
fled persons who provided funds and 
organization. All workers including 
clerks in offices were forced by threats 
to Join tlie labor syndicates. Those 
who refused _were warned by anony- 
mous lattefs «nd if they^ disregarded 
these wahtlngs were murdered by 
masked men. The police failed to dis- 
cover the authors of these crimes. 

The strike began among the employ- 
es of the lieht and power company and 
the city^was left without street cars 
or electric light. The government mo- 
bilized the strikers but the tramway 
conductors refused to take the cars out 
under military orders and were arrest' 
ed and taken to the f ortreas ,at Moat- 
Julch. . • 

Finally the Madrid government oblig- 
ed the ^ght and power company to 
concede ine den(ands of the men but 
the army authorities refuaed tbe de- 
mand of the union tbat'the liprtaoned 
conductors be liberated. 

The general strike enaa^ and the 
city was' left without light. ^ower or 
transport. There is good authority for 
statlnp that the strike leaders had 
planned a g^err^ral pillape of the city 
as serious as that which took place in 
l!>fiO. Martial law was proclaimed and 
tli.^ military authoritie.s stationed ma- 
chine guns in the leadin gthorougli^ 
fares while special constables main- 
tained order in the side streets. The 
^soldiers supplied electric liprht and wa- 
ter but no street cars were operated. 
No Barcelona paper.s were printed fof 
s>^veral days and the Madrid papers re- 
ceived hpre were torn from the hands 
of the vendors. Kventually the au- 
thorities sained the upper hand and 
normal conditions were resumed. 

The censorship made it impossible to - 
wire any details.
